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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 


FOR  THE  YEAR  1972. 


Ladies  &  Gentlemen: 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended 
31st  December,  1972. 

Of  necessity  the  report  is  much  briefer  than  in  past  years,  although 
all  the  essential  facts  and  figures  are  still  included.  The  reason  for 
the  brevity  is,  of  course,  the  vast  amount  of  additional  work,  especially 
clerical,  which  has  arisen  because  of  re-organisation  in  Local  Government 
and  in  the  Health  Service.  Apart  from  the  additional  work-load,  all 
levels  of  staff  have  felt  uneasy  and  restless  over  such  major  changes. 

It  is  early  days  to  predict  the  final  results  of  Health  Service  re¬ 
organisation;  nevertheless ,  the  principles  of  unification  of  the  three 
arms  of  administration  should  make  for  more  efficient  planning  of  the 
way  the  services  should  develop.  Some  care  is  needed  to  see  that  the 
help  and  advice  which  local  authorities  need  continues  to  be  readily 
available.  So  far,  the  preparations  to  provide  this  seem  satisfactory 
to  me.  No  doubt  some  adjustments  and  alterations  will  be  needed  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  dictates  of  experience.  In  summation,,  I  do  not  feel 
pessimistic  at  all  over  these  changes. 

The  statistics  relating  to  the  district  are  not  significantly  dif¬ 
ferent  to  previous  years  or  to  national  figures,  and,  therefore,  illustrate 
a  continuing  satisfactory  service  to  the  public.  It  is  relevant,  at  this 
time,  to  point  out  that  this  is  not  just  the  Public  Health  Service  in 
isolation.  Almost  all  the  measures  we  undertake  depend  on  concerted 
approaches  by  the  general  practitioners,  hospital  services  and  ourselves, 
underlining  again  the  logic  in  unification  of  the  three  branches. 

In  closing  this  introduction,  I  would  like  to  thank  past  and  present 
Councillors  for  their  help  and  encouragement  through  the  years.  I  have 
always  found  our  association  a  friendly  one,  for  which  I  am  grateful,  I 
hope  and  expect  to  meet  again  those  who  are  continuing  in  public  service 
in  the  new  Authorities,  so  that  not  all  the  old  ties  will  be  broken. 

My  thanks  also  to  all  the  Officers  of  the  Council  for  their  advice 
and  help. 

Last,  but  not  by  any  means  least,  my  thanks  to  my  own  staff  - 
especially  for  their  efforts  over  the  last,  very  trying,  eighteen  months,

DISTRICT  STATISTICS  IN  BRIEF. 


The  Penistone  Urban  District  covers  an  area  of  5,593  acres.  The  district 
is  divided  into  3  parts  -  Penistone,  Thurlstone  and  Hoylandswaine . 

The  Rateable  Value  of  the  district  at  1st  April,  1972,  was  £251,558.00, 
whilst  the  product  of  a  penny  rate  was  £2,371.00. 


VITAL  STATISTICS. 


POPULATION. 


The  Registrar-General  has  given  his  estimation  of  the  population  at 
mid-1972  as  8,260.  This  is  an  increase  of  60  on  the  1971  figure. 

BIRTHS . 

There  were  139  live  births  registered  in  the  district  during  the  year; 
of  these  76  were  males  and  63  females.  There  were  6  illegitimate  births 
(3  male  and  3  female). 

The  uncorrected  BIRTH  RATE  was  16.8  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population. 
After  application  of  the  Comparability  Factor  (1.02)  issued  by  the  Registrar- 
General,  the  corrected  Birth  Rate  was  17.2. 

STILL-BIRTHS . 


There  were  5  still-births  (3  male  and  2  female)  registered  in  the  district 
during  the  year. 

DEATHS . 


105  deaths  were  attributed  to  the  district  during  1972;  of  these  54  were 
males  and  51  females. 

The  CRUDE  DEATH  RATE  was,  therefore,  12.7  per  1,000  of  the  estimated 
population.  By  application  of  the  Death  Comparability  Factor  (0,97)  the 
corrected  rate  was  12.3. 

Set  out  below  are  tables  of  Live  Birth  Rates,  Still-birth  Rates  and  Crude 
Death  Rates,  with  those  rates  for  other  parts  of  the  country.  From  these 
tables  it  can  be  seen  how  the  district  compares  with  the  country  generally.

MEASLES . 

The  immunisation  campaign  against  Measles  continues,  and  is  well  received 
by  the  majority  of  parents.  During  1972,  taking  the  Division  as  a  whole,

TUBERCULOSIS. 


During  1972  one  case  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  was  notified  in  the  fourth 
quarter.  Two  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  transferred  to  the  area,  one 
from  Penistone  Rural  District  and  one  from  Wortley  Rural  District. 

Miniature  X-ray  of  the  chest  is  available  at  the  static  units  in  Sheffield 
and  Barnsley. 

The  Council's  main  contribution  to  the  control  of  Tuberculosis  is  in  the 
field  of  housing.  This  is  accomplished  in  two  ways;  one  is  by  the  condemnation 

of  sub-standard  houses;  the  other  is  by  providing  suitable  housing  to  families 
who  have  to  cope  with  an  infectious  case  in  their  midst. 

B.C.G.  VACCINATION. 


This  procedure,  for  immunisation  against  Tuberculosis,  continues  as  before, 
during  a  pupil's  first  year  in  the  Secondary  School.  The  rate  of  uptake  is  very 
high,  and  the  procedure  carries  very  little  risk  of  complication.  The  table 
below  gives  the  local  figures.

GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  THE  HEALTH  SERVICE. 


HOSPITALS ■ 

The  general  hospitals  for  the  Penistone  area  are  Barnsley  and  Sheffield, 
with  some  small  use  of  the  Huddersfield  Hospitals. 

Cases  of  infectious  disease  are  treated  at  Lodge  Moor  Hospital,  Sheffield, 
while  maternity  cases  are  accommodated  at  the  Chapeltown  Maternity  Home, 

St.  Helen's  Hospital,  Barnsley,  and  the  Princess  Royal  Maternity  Home,  Huddersfield 

LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 


The  Public  Health  Laboratories  at  Wakefield  and  Sheffield  are  available  to 
provide  all  the  necessary  investigations  we  may  require  in  the  epidemiological 
field.  The  respective  Medical  Directors  are  most  willing  to  help  and  advise, 
and  I  am  grateful  to  them. 

MORTUARY. 

There  is  a  Mortuary  in  Penistone,  and  this  serves  the  surrounding  area. 
AMBULANCE  SERVICE. 


Ambulance  facilities  continue  to  be  provided  by  the  West  Riding  County 
Council  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  27  of  the  National  Health 
Service  Act,  1946. 

No  staffing  difficulties  were  experienced  during  1972,  and  personnel  at  the 
Hoyland  Depot  number  34,  plus  2  cleaners,  while  at  the  Penistone  Sub-depot  there 
are  9  staff,  with  1  cleaner,  the  entire  complement  being  under  the  control  of  a 
Station  Officer. 

There  was  an  increase  of  two  vehicles,  with  10  ambulances  operating  from 
the  Hoyland  Depot,  and  3  from  Penistone. 

Demands  on  the  service  are  increasing,  and  this  is  reflected  in  the 
statistics  for  the  year  under  review.  The  number  of  patients  carried  was  53,655, 
an  increase  of  1,886  on  the  figure  for  1971.  The  number  of  miles  travelled  went 
up  by  19,289,  to  317,446.  There  were  288  calls  to  road  accidents  during  1972, 
involving  428  people,  of  which  12  were  fatalities.  In  such  circumstances,  that 
the  majority  of  the  personnel  are  competent  to  render  first-aid  is  an  invaluable 
asset,  and  amply  justifies  the  time  spent  on  training. 

WELL-WOMAN  CLINICS. 

This  service,  designed  to  reduce  cancer  and  general  illness  among  women, 
continues  as  before.  At  the  clinic  the  following  procedures  take  place  - 
cervical  smear,  breast  examination,  pelvic  examination,  blood  pressure  reading, 
haemoglobin  estimation,  urine  testing  for  sugar  and  albumin.  To  estimate  the 
precise  value  of  these  clinics  is  difficult.  There  is  no  doubt,  however,  that 
the  ladies  are  in  favour,  since  our  waiting  lists  show  a  distinct  tendency  to 
increase  and  there  will  be  need  to  provide  extra,  regular  clinic  sessions. 

This  is,  of  course,  an  extension  of  the  simple  Cervical  Cytology  Clinics. 
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FAMILY  PLANNING. 


Direct  Service  Clinic  sessions  are  now  held  regularly  on  alternate  Wednesday 
afternoons  at  the  Health  Centre,  Mill  Road,  Ecclesfield,  and  the  Health  Centre, 
Johnson  Street,  Stocksbridge .  During  1972,  49  sessions  were  held  at  these  two 
clinics  and  174  new  patients  were  seen.  The  total  number  of  attendances  was  783. 
For  those  who  live  in  Hoyland  and  Penistone,  the  Stocksbridge  and  Ecclesfield 
Clinics  can  be  used,  or  the  patients  can  attend  the  Family  Planning  Association 
Clinic  in  Barnsley.  As  soon  as  the  medical  staffing  situation  permits,  it  is  my 
intention  to  set  up  separate  clinics  in  Penistone  and  Hoyland.  If  all  goes  well, 
that  will  be  quite  soon  now.

MEAT  INSPECTION. 


8,995  animals  were  slaughtered  during  the  year  at  the  four 
slaughterhouses  in  the  district,  and  a  hundred  per  cent  meat  inspection 
was  maintained. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 

The  refuse  collection  service  continues  to  be  satisfactory  due, 
in  the  main,  to  the  use  of  polythene  sacks  for  refuse  storage. 

The  condition  of  the  refuse  tip  at  Thurlstone  Road  continues  to 
give  concern  as  it  is  now  rapidly  filling  up.  At  the  end  of  1972  it 
was  estimated  that  the  tip  could  only  be  used  for  a  further  2  years. 
Arrangements  are  being  made  with  the  Penistone  Rural  District  Council 
to  share  their  tipping  facilities  when  this  becomes  necessary. 

RODENT  CONTROL . 


All  complaints  of  rodent  infestation  during  the  year  were  invest¬ 
igated,  and  the  necessary  treatment  carried  out  by  the  Council's  own 
employees , 


NEW  HOUSES . 


During  the  year  62  private  houses  were  completed.  This  brings  the 
total  number  of  houses  in  the  district  to  3,184. 


SEWERS  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  WORKS. 


During  the  year  work  commenced  on  the  extension  of  the  sewage  dis¬ 
posal  works  at  Hoylandswaine ,  the  extension  of  the  sewerage  system  in 
part  of  Hoylandswaine  Ward  and  the  replacement  of  the  Green  Road  sewer. 
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
